TO FILL RESERVOIR. 


The well is to be known as "Azusa 


Irrigating Company Well No. 1," and 
is operated by a direct line across the 
valley from the power house of the 
Pacific Light and Power Company 
plant at the mouth of the San Gabriel 
canyon. This supplies the company 
with 250 horsepower, of which seven- 
ty-five horsepower is utilized in what 
is known as a "booster plant" that will 
force the water in part into the two- 
acre reservoir about a mile away. 
This is a lift of seventy-five feet at the 
highest point. The company will pump 
the entire flow of 450 inches into the 
reservoir each night, where it will be 
impounded for use during the day. In 
the daytime the flow will be sent down 
the canal for direct use on the ranches 
of the district. The booster plant con- 
sists of a ten-inch pump and a twen- 
ty-inch pipe line to the reservoir, al- 
ready laid and in operation. The conx- 
pany w!,ll reflorr? it;; pthijr !rer;-\nlvg 
reservoir of two acres extent for the 
gravity flow from the San Gabriel can- 
yon. The weight of the great turbine 
pump over the new well is eighteen 
tons. The Azusa Irrigating Company 
has signed a contract for five years 
with the Pacific Light and Power 
Company for a supply of 250-horse- 
power. 


MORE THAN PLENTY. 


Owing to the immense flow being re- 


ceived, President W. R. Powell of the 
Azusa Irrigating Company stated that 
he did not believe that it would be 
necessary to run the well machinery 
continuously. Although the company 
owns two reservoirs covering four 
acres, the president did not believe 
that these receptacles would prove in 
any way adequate to the present flow.

CAUSE OF BLUE MOLD 


Crowing good crops is only half the 


farmer's battle. Getting them to mar- 
ket, in the right condition and in shape 
to command n fair going price is the. 
other half of the transaction. 


For

Curie Sain considered

He sent toi.s of literature, in the shape 
•of agricultural bulletins, to those who 
were wide enough awake tc a.-k for 
light. Then, finding that 
this shot 


over the heads of a vast multitude 
most in need of an agricultural uplift, 
he dispatched several hundred mis- 
sionaries throughout 
the South to 


leach the farmer, right on his own 
farm, how to double his crops and at 
the same time to increase the fertility 
of his soil. 
Also, more than forty 


thousand boys were organized into 
corn clubs under the direct patronage 
of Uncle Sam; and competitive corn 
growing by farmer boys is now a big 
national movement. 


But however revolutionary and far- 


reaching these field efforts have been 
they represent the activities of only 
a single subdivision of one bureau of 
the Department of Agriculture, and 
the fact remains that there is scarcely 
a line of activity followed by the de- 
partment which has not its distinct 
phase of missionary work, of carrying 
the gospel of better crop methods 
straight to the farmer, to meet his de- 
ficiences and overcome the obstacles 
that stand between him and a gener- 
ous reward for his toil and investment. 
Today Uncle Sam has turned Busi- 
ness Instructor to his people of the 
soil and has taken hold of their mar- 
keting problems with the same pa- 
tience, the same searching scientific 
investigation, with which he has ap- 
plied himself before the problems of 
•production. 


Perhaps no incident in Uncle Sam's 


newer role 
of Business 
Instructor 


stands out more conspicuously than 
does his experience in connection with 
the harvesting, handling and transpor- 
tation of California's citrus fruit crops. 
Since 1883, when the department of 
Agriculture sent to Riverside, 
Cali- 


fornia, two trees of the Washington 
navel orange, propagated from trees 
secured from Bahia, Brazil; by the de- 
partment in 1870, the industry has 
grown by leaps and bounds, until the 
shipments of oranges from California 
last year amounted to forty thousand 
carloads. And all this immense vol- 
ume of citrus fruit has been, from the 
start, grown in a remarkably small 
area. Up to about eight years ago 
the industry had expanded so rapidly 
—so feverishly, in fact—that the peo- 
ple engaged in it had given practically 
no attention to perfecting its small 
details or to placing it upon a scienti- 
fic or a business basis calculated in 
insure reasonably uniform success and 
a reasonable profit for the industry 
as a whole. Then a fact came to the 
surface which gave a jolt to the grow- 
ers themselves and to the Department 
of agriculture: The losses in transit, 
at that time, were estimated at from 
seven hundred and fifty thousand to 
fifteen hundred thousand dollars a 
year. 


What Causes Blue Mould. 


Here was an industry in distress, 


and that industry belonged in a pe- 
culiar way to Uncle Sam's agricultur- 
al fold, for had not the very trees 
which started it been brought by the 
Government's own agency from Bra- 
zil? Previously it had been considered 
that investigations in the department 
and in the experiment stations should 
properly be confined to the production 
of crops. Also that the problems re- 
lating to the harvesting and distri' 
bution of the crops were questions of 
commerce and trade that should and 
could be most effectively handled by 
business interests, not by scientific 
investigators; and that they were not 
problems that could be reduced to 
broad scientific principles, and did 
not belong to the proper business of 
the department. 


But there was a signal of desperate 


• distress from an agricultural industry 
the products of which were vital to 
the comfort of the people. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture pondered the prob- 
lem and decided that it was a legiti- 
mate subject of special missionary 
•effort, of careful scientific investiga- 
tion, in the hope that fundamental 
principles might be brought to light 
that woud put a stop to the almost 
ruinous losses in citrus fruits while 
in transportation. Therefore G. llar- 
•old Powell, "Pomologist in charge of 
fruit transportation and storage in- 
vestigations" in the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, was instructed to investi- 
.KHte the conditions with a view to lo- 
cal ing the causes of the lo.sses due tu 
decay ol' fruit in transit.

ment investigators shared this com- 
mon opinion, but in the spirit of true 
scientists they put their preconceiv- 
ed notions into suspension and went 
after the facts. 


Early in their investigations they 


were forced to the 
significant con- 


clusion, that the blue mould, which was 
found to be the organism responsible 
for much of the decay of oranges and 
lemons, did not have the power to 
penetrate 
fruit 
with 
sound, whole 


skins. Then, by repeated and tireless 
investigations and experiments, they 
established their conclusion as an un- 
disputed fact. 
Previously they had 


discovered that, in working with de- 
ciduous fruits, the most serious cause 
of loss of fruits in transit was the 
ripening of fruit in the handling—the 
ripening which takes place after the 
fruit is severed from the tree. The 
determination of these facts led the 
investigators straight to the problems: 
Where and how did the bruising of the 
fruit occur and by what means could 
it be prevented? 
How could the too 


rapid ripening of the fruit after pick- 
ing be most effectively checked? 


Little Lessons on the Lemon. 


The scientists promptly went into 


one of the largest and best-managed 
packing houses in California and took 
down ten boxes of oranges ready for 
shipment, in order to see how hany 
bruises they could detect with the 
naked eye. To their astonishment they 
found about thirty-five per cent of the 
oranges with holes punched through 
the 
skins. 
These punctures 
were 


clearly visible to the naked eye. Many 
more were seen under the microscope. 
Further examination 
disclosed 
that 


these abrasions were mainly injuries 
from the clippers used- in cutting the 
fruit from the trees. Other abrasions 
were found to be caused by the finger- 
nails of the pickers, by gravel care- 
lessly left in the boxes and by the 
rough pulling of the oranges off the 
trees in a manner that caused them 
to scrape against the branches. 


Then these scientific sleuths began 


to trail the pickers . and found that 
of two men, working side by side, one 
man's average of injured fruit would 
be as low as one per cent and the 
other- as high as seventy per cent. 
Next, the investigation was switched 
along 
associational 
lines, where it 


was found that the association hav- 
ing the largest losses from decay of 
its product in transit was the one in 
which the highest percentage of care- 
less picking prevailed, and that the 
association having the most careful 
and well-trained pickers came out at 
the top of the market with the small- 
est losses in transit. 
About one thou- 


and separate and distinct investiga- 
tions were made in picking and in 
shipping oranges, all of which con- 
firmed the fact that the blue mold was 
powerless to injure an orange with a 
whole and unbruised skin; that the 
bruises and abrasions came mainly 
from 
careless 
picking 
and 
rough 


packing-house methods, and it was 
entirely practicable, as a commercial 
proposition, to have the oranges and 
lemons picked without bruising or 
puncturing the skins. 
About thirty different associations in 
the citrus belt were placed under un- 
der investigation, a Government scien- 
tist calling at each packing house once 
a fortnight and putting up a shipment 
of 
oranges—a 
certain 
number of 


sound fruit and a certain number of 
injured fruit. 
These were used as 


"educational boxes" and were left in 
the packing houses about the length 
of time that would have been required 
to ship them to an eastern market.— 
Forrest Crissey, in Saturday Evening

There is possibly one 
place in the United States where the 
ratio is equal—at Newport, R. I. Hut 
for an altogether different reason. Co- 
vina is using the automobile as a 
means of transacting the business of 
picking, packing, shipping and mar- 
keting o ranges. 


The orange rancher transports a 


hunch of Japanese orange pickers in 


his machine in the early morning. 
The manager of the packing holise 
drives his big touring car into the 
orchards, through the yielding dirt, 
to where the fruit is being taken 
from the trees. The engineer of a 
big wafer-raising plant hustles into 
Los Angeles with the parts of a brok- 
en engine. The rancher's wife takes 
the runabout, while her husband is 
out wiih tho touring car and linn:;., 
the children into school. 
And or a 


fair Sunday, many strike out i n t o the 
California highways and travel hun- 
dreds of miles, sixing up w h a t other 
people are doing. 


Covina is busy all the linie. 
The

is 
the 
rancher's 
best 


friend. Time is a factor in the i n t e n - 
sive culture of oranges, and the auto- 
mobile is a time-saver. Therefore, 
practically every rancher has a ma- 
chine. 


HONKS BY HUNDRED. 


When Senator Frank P. Flint made 


his last visit to the Covina Valley he 
was taken about through the orange 
grove avenues in a seven-seater, with 
sixty machines following him. The 
machines contained orange growers 
and their families, and when the long 
line entered a neighboring town in the 
valley, he was greeted by the honking 
of 100 other machines, drawn up to 
await his coming. A function in pro- 
gress at the Covina High School audi- 
torium or the Monday Afternoon Club- 
house in the evening, means that one 
may walk by from fifty to seventy-five 
machines, drawn up at the curb with 
low turned lights. The rancher's wife 
is as expert at the wheel as himself. 
The automobile and the telephone 
have simply eliminated the presence 
of distance, so that the scattered cit- 
rus district like Covina is really as 
compact as the shopping district of 
Los Angeles. 


The Covina Citrus, rancher accepted 


the automobile with mental reserva- 
tions at first. He bought small ma- 
chines, runabouts, machines of small 
horse-power.- Finding these to be prac- 
ticable, he immediately went in for 
the larger ones, and found them more 
practicable. 
Now we find such ma- 


chines as the Winton Six in daily 
operation, one being owned by Frank 
Chapman of the Palmetto ranch, who 
embraces the entire state in his auto- 
mobile business journies. 
Sutherland 


and MacKenzie, big orange and lemon 
raisers, transact business in a Pierce 
Arrow. Manager \V. M. Grlswold of 
the Covina Fruit Exchange, does all 
his ranch visiting in a Thomas Flyer, 
and George Hayues, another big citrus 
grower, finds a seven-passenger El- 
more necessary. .T. C, Wright is an 
owner and believer in the big Fran- 
klin. Dr. J. D. Reed buy a new Mit- 
chell every year, a habit which is in 
keeping with his general progressive- 
ness. 
In some instances two and 


sometimes three machines are owned 
and kept in running order by orange 
ranchers, 
who, when 
going 
away, 


make it a point to leave one machine 
at home for the use of the family. 
The Mitchell is a favorite in the val- 
ley, 
being given a close run by the
